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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the prior art does not 
teach a three-dimensional structure (response, pages 8-10). In particular Jayaraman et al. discloses a single layer fabric that would not 
meet the three-dimensional limitation. However, Jayaraman et al. discloses a process to produce three-dimensional structures in a single 
step. The final product such as a shirt is produced in one process, with the finished fabric structure having three dimensions, width, length 
and depth. Thus, the final product is a three-dimensional fabric. The claims do not require a specific three-dimensional structure, but 
instead read on any material with a finished three-dimensional structure. Further, with regards to the fabric taught by Wheeler et al., the 
material is inherently three dimensional. The fabric has a length and width dimension, as well as a height dimension, thus giving the fabric 
a three-dimensional structure even if the height dimension is not very big. While the applicant argues that the term three-dimensional 
fabrics would exclude such flat fabrics, the applicant has not provided a clear definition for the term three dimensional, nor has the 
applicant claimed that the fabric has a specific structure, z-direction yarns, or a certain height dimension to qualify as a three-dimensional 
structure. Further, it is noted that the claim is not specifically limited to three-dimensional fabrics, but requires a three-dimensional 
engineered fiber preform. This term is not a defined term of art, and therefore, is given its broadest reasonable interpretation. Thus, the 
applicant's arguments are not commensurate in scope with the claims. Therefore, the rejections are maintained. 
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
